There
wis in Incessant roar of cheer amd s.ng
until the Maneion house, the offitlal
resldenco of the lord mayor of Loudon, was
reavhed. Here trafMe was completely bhlocked
by the surging throng=, and It was only
with the greatest diMeulty that the lord
mayor, Sir John Voce Mcoore, in the full
robes of office, restrained the singing and
voelferous cheering while he addressed tha
troope, wishing them Godspeed and ex-
pressing the interest of the country in thelr
heroie determination to assist in asserting
Imperial authority in South Africa.

Sir John Moore sald: *'1 hope there will
not be war, but the necesglties of the
moment require a demonstration of author-
ity

At Inspiring scene closed with the sing-
Ing of the patlonal anthem, the lord mayor
leading.

A similar demonstration took plae ot
Fenchurch street statlon, The windows 1n
the neighborhood were erowded with sight-
seers, who showered miniature union jocks
and squares of bunting bearing portralts
of the quern upon the passing troops. When
the statlon wa= reached an incldent oceurred
typical of the readiness of the colonisis to

fight. Viscount Hampden, former governoo
and commander-in-chlef of New' BSouth
Wales, was present, A sergeant  major

stepped forward and drew Lord Hampden's
attention to the fact that bhe was wearlng
the same sword used by hils lordship when
the latter belonged to the New South Wales
lancers, Lord Hampden was about to ¢x-
amine the weapon when the sergeant major
cuutioned him, saylog: *“Thal sword has
heen  skarpened and I ready for actlve
serviie'

The representatives from all the military
centers show that the maoblllzation orders
are rocelved with the greatest enthuslasm
row that Presldent Kruger has crossed the
Rublcon and tuken the Irrevocable step of
Issulng an ultimatum, The only wonder |s
why, if Prisident Kruger |8 resolved upon
fighting, he has walted so long. The ex-
planation seems to be that his hand has been
forced by the fact that the Boers have got

out of control, or thai, If he awaited the
arrival of the Britlsh army corps, the
chances of military success for him would

be of the sllmmest possible character,

The explration of the time limit of the
ultimatum tomorrow evening doss not leave
Great Britain much time to sirengthen the
present military position, although there are
sl n few trocps al Durban, Natal, avallable
for dispalch to the front, but the govern-
ment will doubtless now adopt the suggestion
to form the refugees from the Rand into vol-
unteer reglments, thus, while relleving their
distress, utilizing excellent material.

Outside of the momentous news of the ultl-
matum nothing of moment hus been recelved
this morning from the scene of action ex-
cept the anpouncement that the Boers have
constructed forts commanding alng's Nek
and that guns have been mounted on Mount
Pogwane and Mount Proapect,

The Trangvaal ultimatum It is understood,
ia on the way to the Britlsh foreign ofce.
According to the Iatest advices the time
Hmit explres tomorrow afternoon ut 5
v'elock, when, if the deminds of the Boers
are pot complled with, further landing or
dispatch of troops will be considersd an act
of war and hostilities will commence im-
medjately,

In ordinary circumstances, as Great Brit-
alpn ia the aggressor, |t would he the dis-
patcher of the ultimatum and the fact that
the Boers have taken the Initintive (& re-
garded as rendering the altuation more serji-
ous and increasing the helplessness of avert-
g war,

terday, says:
